MAXIMUM WAGE 


$500K cap on executive pay 
comes with exceptions

President Obama on Wednesday imposed $500,000 caps on 
senior executive pay for the most distressed financial institutions 
receiving federal bailout money, saying Americans are upset with 
“executives being rewarded for failure.” 

Obama announced the dramatic new government interven- 
tion into corporate America at the White House, with Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner at his side. The president said 
the executive-pay limits are a first step, to be followed by the 
unveiling next week of a sweeping new framework for spending 
what remains of the $700 billion financial industry bailout that 
Congress created last year. 

The executive-pay move comes amid a national outcry over 
huge bonuses to executives heading companies seeking taxpayer 
dollars to remain afloat. The demand for limits was reinforced 
by revelations that Wall Street firms paid more than $18 billion 
in bonuses in 2008 even amid the economic downturn and the 
massive infusion of taxpayer dollars. 

“This is America. We don’t disparage wealth. We don’t begrudge 
anybody for achieving success,” Obama said. “But what gets 
people upset— and rightfully so— are executives being rewarded 
for failure. Especially when those rewards are subsidized by U.S. 
taxpayers.” 

The pay cap would apply to institutions that negotiate agree- 
ments with the Treasury Department for “exceptional assistance” 
in the future. The restriction would not apply to such firms as 


CAP CONSEQUENCES? 

“One of the big questions [about limiting pay for executives] 
is whether it will make it more difficult to recruit and retain 
executives at these companies,” said Claudia Allen, chair of 
corporate governance at the Chicago-based law firm of Neal, 
Gerber & Eisenberg. The $500,000 cap “is a very tight limit,” 
she said. 



AIG, Bank of America and Citigroup, which already have received 
such help. 

Firms that want to pay executives above the $500,000 thresh- 
old would have to use stock that could not be sold or liquidated 
until they pay back the government funds. 

Generally healthy institutions that get capital infusions from the 
Troubled Asset Relief Program in the future will have more leeway 
They also will face the $500,000 limit, but the cap can be waived 
with full public disclosure and a nonbinding shareholder vote. 

Other new requirements on “exceptional assistance” will include: 

» The expansion to 20, from five, of the number of executives who 
would face reduced bonuses and incentives if they are found to have 
knowingly provided inaccurate information related to company 
financial statements or performance measurements. 

» An increase in the ban on golden parachutes from a firm’s top five 
senior executives to its top 10. The next 25 would be prohibited from 
golden parachutes that exceed one year’s compensation. 

» A requirement that boards of directors adopt policies on spending 
such as corporate jets, renovations and entertainment.

Google 
gives you 
latitude’

With an upgrade to its mobile maps, Google hopes 
to prove it can track people on the go as effectively 
as it searches for information on the Internet. 

The new feature, dubbed “Latitude,” being 
released soon, will enable people with mobile 
phones and other wireless devices to automatically 
share their whereabouts with family and friends. 

“This adds a social flavor to Google maps and 
makes it more fun,” said Steve Lee, a Google 
product manager. 

It also could raise privacy concerns, but Google 
is doing its best to avoid a backlash by requir- 
ing each user to manually turn on the tracking 
software and making it easy to turn off or limit 
access to the service. 

Google also is promising not to retain any 
information about its users’ movements. Only 
the last location picked up by the tracking service 
will be stored on Google’s computers, Lee said. 

The software plots a user’s location— marked 
by a personal picture on Google’s map— by rely- 
ing on cell phone towers, global positioning 
systems or a Wi-Fi connection to deduce their 
location. The system can follow people’s travels 
in the U.S. and 26 other countries. 

It’s left up to each user to decide who can 
monitor their location. 

The social mapping approach is similar to a 
service already offered by Loopt, a 3-year-old 
company That service is compatible with more 
than 100 types of mobile phones. 

To start, Google Latitude will work on 
BlackBerry and devices running on Symbian 
software or Windows Mobile. It also will operate 
on some T-Mobile phones running on Google’s 
Android and eventually will work on the iPhone 
and iPod touch.

Priest to 
the rescue 

A hero of the fire at Holy Name 
Cathedral fell asleep Tuesday night 
with the lighten. 

Rev. Matt Compton woke 
up to turn the light off around 
5 a.m. and heard sirens near the 
cathedral’s rectory. He thought 
the fire trucks were headed to a 
nearby condominium and office 
building-but then he saw a 
firefighter unrolling a hose and 
heard another say, “No, it’s the 
church.’’ 

He sprung into action. 

Compton put his boots on, 
grabbed his coat and rushed into 
the church. He directed firefighters 
to a southwest stairwell that led 
into the attic above the cathedral’s 
decorative ceiling. 

In the cathedral, water poured 
from the ceiling as the firefighters 
began battling the flames. “It 
almost appeared as if it was raining 
in the cathedral,’’ Compton said. 

Icicles formed on the edges 
of the pews, and patches of ice 
covered the floor. 

Fire officials told him the rectory 
needed to be evacuated, so 
Compton ran back to the rectory 
and-with the help of another 
priest-began waking people up.

HOLY NAME SAVED 

Iconic church mostly intact after large blaze; ‘we’ll bounce back,’ cardinal says

Firefighters had to retreat from the inside of 
Holy Name Cathedral on Wednesday morn- 
ing while attacking flames that put the cathe- 
dral’s roof in jeopardy 

“They went upstairs, through the attic, 
through the ceiling area like you wouldn’t 
believe,” according to Deputy District Chief 
Tony Romano. But “after some time in there,” 
he said, “we were worried the roof would col- 
lapse.” 

The firefighters were then forced to leave 
the cathedral and attack the blaze from out- 
side. 

Romano, who was at the scene alongside 
other firefighters, said they attacked the 


flames from the outside using hoses atop 
tower ladders. He said the firefighters also 
did “a lot of cleanup.” 

“The boys saved the church, that’s for 
sure,” he said. “We don’t save too many of 
them.” 

It took firefighters more than 2^/^ hours to 
put the blaze out at the cathedral, 735 N. State 
St. The fire started about 5:30 a.m. and was 
under control at 7:30 a.m. It was declared out 
30 minutes after that. 

Fire Cmdr. Will Knight said the fire was 
located in the pitched area of the roof 
When it was over, water poured down 
from pillars and firefighters swept cascades 
of water from the nave. 


The five red, broad-brimmed cardinals’ 
hats, or galeros, suspended from the ceiling, 
were soaked but otherwise appeared intact, 
according to one church official. Each of 
those hats was raised to the ceiling on a car- 
dinal’s death. 

Perhaps amazingly, the extra-alarm blaze 
that caused extensive damage to the cathe- 
dral’s roof and attic this morning spared 
the sanctuary However, the water used to 
fight the fire— from firefighters’ hoses and 
from the cathedral’s own sprinkler system— 
wrought considerable damage. 

Hard-hatted inspectors gazed upward 
toward the ceiling. A large hole, chopped in 
by firefighters to pour water on the blaze, was 


visible on the north side of the church’s cross- 
shaped roof 

The fire appeared to have been related to 
a major renovation project, although officials 
said they still didn’t know the cause. 

Fire Department spokesman Larry 
Langford said the sanctuary floor in front of 
the altar area was flooded with several inches 
of water, but the actual altar area was not 
damaged. 

Cardinal Francis George said the cathe- 
dral’s roof probably would have to be rebuilt 
and noted considerable water damage inside. 
But “Chicago has always bounced back from 
fires and I think we’ll bounce back from this,” 
the cardinal said as he left the church.

Evanston student’s 
death ruled suicide 


An autopsy Wednesday ruled the death of a boy found 
unresponsive Tuesday in a boys bathroom at Oakton 
Elementary School in Evanston a suicide, officials said. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s office said the 
lo -year-old Skokie resident died by hanging, an office 
spokeswoman said. 

The Tribune is no longer naming the boy because his 
death has been ruled a suicide. 

A janitor at the school had said the boy had been 
taken down from a hook in the restroom on Tuesday 

Speaking at a news conference at Evanston- Skokie 
School Dist. 65 headquarters at noon, police and school 
officials steadfastly refused to discuss even the most 
basic details. 

Supt. Hardy Murphy expressed sorrow over the death 
of a pupil but declined to say much more. “If there is 
someone to blame, I have to take it,” he said, because 


the death occurred while he is chief of the district. 

Cmdr. Tom Guenther, a spokesman for Evanston 
police, remained equally tight-lipped. He refused to 
give a time line of when the boy was first noticed miss- 
ing from class, who found him or what time he was 
found. 

He decried rumors circulating about the case but 
would not respond to repeated questions about reports 
that the boy was found hanging on a hook on the door 
of a bathroom stall. 

Guenther said he is unaware of complaints to police 
in the past about hazing or bullying at Oakton and 
refused to discuss whether police think hazing or bully- 
ing was involved in this case. He would not say if there 
were marks or injuries on the boy’s body 

Oakton has about 420 students in kindergarten 
through 5 th grade. 


Tollway boss resigning 


The interim head of the Illinois 
Toll Highway Authority is 
resigning from her post after 
less than two months on the 
job, officials said Wednesday 
The agency will hold a special 
meeting on Eriday to accept the 
resignation of Dawn Catuara, the agency’s former chief 
of staff 

Catuara took over as the Illinois tollwa/s acting 


executive director in mid-December. She replaced 
Jeffrey Dailey, who resigned from the $i89,ooo-per- 
year executive director position less than a month after 
taking the job. 

The agency was under scrutiny following former 
Gov Rod Blagojevich’s Dec. 9 arrest. 

Blagojevich, who was impeached and last week voted 
out of office by the state Senate, is accused of pressuring 
an unidentified highway contractor to raise $500,000 
for his campaign, according to a federal affidavit.

Handheld 
cell phone 
driving fines 
may spike 

The fines for driving while using 
a handheld cell phone would rise 
under an ordinance approved unani- 
mously by a City Council committee 
Wednesday 

If you’re caught driving while talk- 
ing in Chicago without an earpiece, 
you’ll have to pay $100, up from the 
current penalty of $75. 

The fine for talking on a phone 
“at the time of a traffic accident” 
also will jump, to $500 from $200. 
Again, that’s for drivers talking with- 
out using a speakerphone, ear bud or 
other hands-free device. 

The ordinance is scheduled for 
a vote of the full council Eeb. ii. If 
approved, it would take effect 10 
days later. 

The higher fines will “drastically 
reduce the use of cell phones” by 
drivers, said Aid. Patrick O’Connor 
(40th), chairman of the council’s 
Traffic Committee, which gave the 
ordinance preliminary approval. 

Acknowledging that most viola- 
tors go unpunished, O’Connor said 
he expects police to increase enforce- 
ment after the fines increase. 

The council approved the cell 
phone restrictions in 2005. 

FBI to review 
Tylenol deaths 

The EBI in Cambridge, Mass., says 
it’s launched a “complete review of 
all evidence” in the unsolved 1982 
Tylenol poisonings that killed seven 
people in the Chicago area. 

The statement comes the same 
day federal agents searched the 
Boston-area home of a man convict- 
ed of extortion in the aftermath of 
the poisonings. 

No one was ever charged with the 
deaths of those who took the cyanide- 
laced drugs. The EBI’s statement says 
its review also has not resulted in the 
filing of any criminal charges. 

On Wednesday, EBI agents 
searched the Cambridge home of 
James Lewis. Lewis served 12 years 
in prison for extortion after sending 
a note to Tylenol maker Johnson & 
Johnson demanding $i million to 
“stop the killing.”

SAN FRANCISCO Court documents show 
Barry Bonds tested positive for three types 
of steroids, and his personal trainer once 
told his business manager in the Giants’ 
clubhouse how he injected the slugger 
with performance-enhancing drugs “all 
over the place.” 

Prosecutors plan to use those 2000-03 
test results and other evidence, detailed in 
documents released Wednesday, at Bonds’ 
trial next month to show he lied when he 
told a federal grand jury in December 20 03 
that he never knowingly used steroids. 

Bonds’ attorneys want that evidence 
suppressed, and U.S. District Judge Susan 
Illston is to hear arguments Thursday on 
what to allow jurors to hear. Bonds’ train- 
er Greg Anderson, who was jailed several 
times for refusing to answer questions 
before a grand jury, appears to be at the 
heart of the government’s case. But his 
lawyer, Mark Geragos, said Anderson will 
again refuse to discuss Bonds if prosecu- 
tors call him to testify 


FIVE TESTS

Also among the evidence made pub- 
lic were a positive test for amphetamines 
in 2006 in a urine sample Bonds gave to 
Major League Baseball; doping calendars 
Anderson maintained with the initials 
“BB” and a handwritten note seized from 
his house labeled “Barry” that appears to 
be a laundry list of steroids and planned 
blood tests. The documents said that 
Steve Hoskins, Bonds’ personal assistant. 


secretly tape-recorded a 2003 conversa- 
tion with Anderson in the Giants’ club- 
house because Hoskins wanted to prove 
to Bonds’ father, Bobby, that his son was 
using steroids. 

Bonds’ attorneys argued that none of 
Anderson’s statements outside of court 
should be admissible. 

“If Anderson does not testify for the 
government, the truth of any statement he 
may (or may not) have made out of court 
cannot be so tested,” lead Bonds attor- 
ney Allen Ruby wrote. “Mr. Bonds will be 
stripped of the opportunity to confront 
and cross-examine the most prejudicial 
but least reliable evidence against him.” 

Three of Bonds’ test results were seized 
in a 2003 raid on the Bay Area Laboratory 
Co-Operative. Agents said they seized 
numerous results of blood and urine tests 
by Bonds, which prosecutors argue show 
that the slugger was intimately involved 
with BALCO. 

Bonds’ lawyers moved to suppress 24 
drug tests from 2000-06; more than two 


dozen drug calendars; BALCO log sheets; 
handwritten notes; opinion evidence on 
steroids, human growth hormone, THG, 
EPO and Clomid; witness descriptions 
of Bonds’ “physical, behavioral and emo- 
tional characteristics”— including acne on 
his back, testicle shrinkage, head size, hat 
size, hand size, foot size and sexual behav- 
ior-recorded conversations that didn’t 
include Bonds; and voice mails allegedly 
left by Bonds on the answering machine 
of former girlfriend Kimberly Bell. 

Bonds’ lawyers also want to prevent the 
jury from hearing evidence of at least four 
positive steroid tests they argue can’t be 
conclusively linked to Bonds because of 
how they were processed. 

Included in the evidence was a letter 
from baseball independent drug admin- 
istrator Bryan Smith that Bonds tested 
positive for an amphetamine during a 
drug test on July 7, 2006. There also was 
a letter from baseball commissioner Bud 
Selig to Bonds on Aug. i informing him of 
the positive test.

Though the project has stalled, he’s found a way to get back into 
the kitchen: Dine with Dale, a new weekly pop-up restaurant at 
Relax, where he offers a different prix-fixe menu every Thursday. 

What’s behind your weekly Dine with Dale menus? 

Some things will be trial runs for Town & Country, [but the] bottom 
line is that I haven’t been cooking and I just want to cook. It’s my 
one-night-a-week dinner party. 

What’s the hardest thing about working In this economy? 

Really, it is just Town & Country having been slowed down. We 
were supposed to open a while ago, but it’s sort of a blessing 
[given the difficulty of opening a restaurant in the current climate]. 


What’s the latest on your upcoming 
restaurant, the Drunken Goat? 

[I] still have not signed a lease, so the 
location is not really set. My friend Quang 
[Hong], who did some artwork at Scylla, 
will be doing some “goat” art for the new 
place, which I am very excited about. 



What’s your Web show, “The Tasty Life,” 
about? 

Tasty things: food, wine, beer ... just a fun 
short show with a quick cooking bit at the 
end. You can then go to [stephanlelzard.com] 
and get the recipe and more info on where the 
show took place. [First up: A field trip to Three 
Floyds Brewing Co. in Munster, Ind.] 


How has your life changed since “Top Chef”? 

Being recognized everywhere is really bizarre. But it’s extremely 
flattering. My confidence level as a chef is better. I don’t have 
anything to prove now. 

Whom do you want to win this season? 

I’ve only seen one episode. I don’t have cable. I’m so broke I can’t 
watch “Top Chef” [laughs].

Chain of love 


Oh, the anticipation! Five Guys 
Burgers and Fries has been around 
since 1986, but Chicago had to wait 
more than 20 years to find out what all 
the fuss was about. The Virginia-based 
chain finally came to town early last 
month, when an outpost opened in 
Lincoln Park. 

The Great Burgerelli has been scorned 
by chain burgers in the past, so I proceeded 
with healthy skepticism. I was immediately 
pleased to see that Five Guys does not dabble 
in nonsense like chicken sandwiches and 
fish’wiches. Save for a cursory vegetarian 
option and a nod to the hot dog, it’s all about 
the burger, with just four options: hamburger 
($4.99), cheeseburger or bacon burger ($5.59) 
and bacon cheeseburger ($6.19). Fries are an 
additional $2.59 but worth every cent. 

Burgerelli’s breakdown 

The burger: While my fashion sense might 
indicate otherwise, I am a man of modest 
means. So I was simply tickled to learn that 
a Five Guys burger contains not a mere patty, 
but two patties. Quelle value! As a bonus, the 
dual-patty approach aids in heat distribution. 


The bun: I had reservations when I saw 
bun upon bun waiting to hit the grill in 
assembly-line fashion, but the end result 
was quite passable. If you enjoy a light, 
fluffy bun, however, be warned: Five Guys 
wraps all burgers in foil, invariably resulting 
in some deflation. 

The fixings: The Great Burgerelli is given to 
indecision. One day, I might be in a ketchup 
and pickle mood. The next, I fancy the sort 
of spice only jalapenos or hot sauce can 
deliver. Five Guys was ready to satisfy my 
every whim with 15 different toppings, all at 
no extra charge. A word on bacon: Five Guys 
places strips below the burger, smartly isolat- 
ing them from sogginess-inducing condi- 
ments. Well done, gentlemen! 

Everything eise: When I first read the full 
name of this place, my burger-loving sensi- 
bilities were offended. Five Guys Burgers and 
Fries? Since when do fries get equal billing? 
But these fries ... oh, these fries! Cut to just 
the right size from fresh, skin-on potatoes 
and cooked in peanut oil, they’re not too 
greasy and delightfully crisp. 

Burgereiii’s bottom iine: Come for the burg- 
ers, stay for the fries.

Local rockers 
join the Crue

What happens to The Last Vegas 
stays in Chicago— unless the 
local glam-trash band, say, wins 
a contest and scores a national 
touring gig. 

Watch out, hotel rooms: The 
Last Vegas is opening for Motley 
Crue on the “Saints of Los Angeles” tour after 
winning the Make Rock History Contest. The 
five-piece band competed against 8,ooo other 
unsigned groups for the tour spot, $25,000 in 
cash, $20,000 in Gibson music equipment and 
management and recording deals. 

The tour brings the bands to Moline 
on Feb. ii, Madison, Wis., on Feb. 14 and 
Rockford on Feb. 15. 

“It’s kind of a dream come true,” singer 
Chad Cherry told RedEye. “I mean, I was in 
third grade listening to {the Crue’s] ‘Shout at 
the Devil.’ My teacher found it at my desk, 
she thought I was worshiping the devil and 
called my dad. ... You have memories of that 
as a kid, and now I’m working on songs with 


Nikki Sixx.” 

Cherry met his bandmates— 
guitarists Adam Arling and John 
Wator, drummer Nate Arling and 
bassist Danny Smash— in 2005 
when he saw them perform at a 
roller derby He says he loved their 
big-riff sound, and they loved his 
sneering vocal approach. 

Their bombastic style of rock seems 
uncommon in Chicago, which is known for 
more moody, experimental music, but Wator 
says that’s a misconception. The Windy City 
is home to several good hard-rock groups, he 
says; they just don’t get much notice. 

“The Midwest is blue-collar, dirty, beer- 
drinking territory, and that is the foundation 
of who we are and what we do,” he said. 

Until now, the band has stuck to smaller ven- 
ues, but it has plenty of swagger and is not at all 
worried about playing big shows. When asked 
how the band will prepare for the crowds on 
the Crue tour, Wator shot back: “What will 
the crowds do to prepare for us?”

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Hidden 

gyms 

In some neighborhoods, finding a place 
to work out can be, well, a workout in itself

What a difference a few stops make. Within a half mile of the LaSalle Street 
Metra Station in the Loop, there’s an Equinox, a World Gym, a Fitness 
Formula Club and two Bally Total Fitness centers. 

But take the train a couple of stops south to the Washington Heights sta- 
tion at 103rd Street and Vincennes Avenue and prepare to get a workout finding 
a place to work out. 

More gyms are located in the Loop and the Near North Side — which includes 
all of River North, Streeterville and the Gold Coast— than anywhere else in the 
city, a RedEye analysis of gym locations found. 

Because of the high concentration of office build- 
ings, it’s no surprise that the Loop and the Near 
North Side both log more than a dozen com- 
mercial gyms apiece. Some residents even have 
two gym memberships because it’s so conve- 
nient. 

“It’s about numbers. The highest concen- 
tration of people in the metro area at any 
time is during the workday in downtown 
Chicago,” said Ty Taking, executive direc- 
tor of the Chicago Loop Alliance, a Loop promotional group. 
“{Gyms} can reach an audience that is much larger than in the 
neighborhoods.” 

But while the Loop and the Near North Side have 
raised the bar when it comes to fitness options, there 
are sections of the South and West Sides that 
could be considered “gym deserts.” 

In Washington Heights, West Pullman, 
Brighton Park, Jefferson Park and Burnside, 
among other neighborhoods, residents can forget 
about that New Tear’s resolution to lose weight— 
I unless they plan to get fit by trekking long dis- 
tances to a gym. In these gym deserts, residents 
often have to work out at home— or fitness isn’t 
a priority 

“Tbu want to keep yourself healthy, but it’s 
hard,” said Tereya Crittenton, 28, who lives in 
Hammond, Ind., and works in Washington 
Heights. ‘A lot of people won’t go out of their 
way”

For about a year, Tricia Hersey and her fiance 
seemed to spend more time in the car on the 
way to the gym than in the gym itself. 

Hersey said she used to drive about 35 min- 
utes from her home in Washington Heights 
to the Lifetime Fitness in Orland Park. About 
six months ago, though, Hersey threw in the 
towel and canceled her membership after she 
had her first child and the drive became too 
much of a hassle. 

“We would really spend three, three-and- 
a-half hours just trying to work out,” said 
Hersey, 34. 

Michael Harris, who works in Washington 
Heights, said the 30 -minute drive to the 
XSport Fitness nearest to his Calumet Park 
home often is too much effort. Instead, Harris 
does 50 push-ups or sit-ups at home. 

“That’s my exercise,” said Harris, 39. “The 
gym is too far.” 

Several sections of the South Side are gym 
deserts, and even in neighborhoods that have 
more than one fitness spot, the gyms tend to 
have no frills, like the YMCA or centers run 
by the Chicago Park District. 

In recent years, the park district has boost- 


ed the number of gym options in areas under- 
served by commercial gyms. The park district 
has 60 fitness centers, and it plans to open 
10 to 12 more centers this year in needy gym 
areas, said park district spokeswoman Marta 
Juaniza. 

Typically these fitness centers offer tread- 
mills, free weights and benches, core-focused 
weight equipment and classes ranging from 
kickboxing to yoga and aerobics. 

The park district charges $40 to $75 for a 
three-month membership, depending on the 
center. (Rates at Equinox, by comparison, 
range from $130 to $173 a month.) 

To entice new patrons, the agency allowed 
Chicagoans to test their facilities for free 
in January Juaniza said about 1,000 people 
signed up for the park district’s winter session 
during this promotion. 

Hersey, meanwhile, has decided to take her 
health into her own hands and set up a small 
gym in the basement of her home. 

“We’re going to get a weight bench. ... 
We’ll get an elliptical machine,” Hersey said. 
But, she added, “I’m missing all that fitness 
instruction.”

Options are 
everywhere 

As if there isn’t enough pressure to work out, especially now, 
when New Year’s resolutions still are top of mind: Derrick 
Alba, 37, says there’s added stress to be fit in his River North 
neighborhood, where there’s a gym on most blocks. 

“Being in a neighborhood where people look attractive, it’s 
a little bit more motiva- 
tion for me to go as often 
as I go,” said Alba, who 
said he tries to work out 
at the Bally Total Fitness 
near his home once a 
day “I think there’s an 
overall pressure just 
to be healthy and look 
healthy” 

But Alba said he will 
go only so far to look 
good. He doesn’t dress 
up when he goes to the 
gym: “I try not to wear 
rags, but I don’t go out 
of my way” 

And when a small gym opens up in his building soon, he’ll 
likely go there some days instead of Bally: “I don’t want to 
walk the extra five blocks in the cold.” 

But most residents and visitors to the Loop and the Near 
North Side don’t have to walk more than a few blocks before 
they hit a gym, partly because many gyms try to attract down- 
town workers. 

Lakeshore Athletic Clubs spokeswoman Pam Kaiser said 
the lifestyle club’s Loop outpost was more than twice as busy 
during weekday lunchtime hours in January than the lifestyle 
club’s other two locations. 

Deanna Carpenter, 25, said she regularly sees gym rats tak- 
ing over her beloved cardio machines during the noon lunch 
hour and at 5 p.m., when many Chicagoans get off work. 

Like Alba, Carpenter also has the convenience of having 
a gym near her home in the Gold Coast. When Carpenter 
moved to the Near North Side more than a year ago, she 
already had an XSport Fitness membership in her hometown 
of Lombard— which she visits frequently— but her employer 
suggested she try the nearby Equinox. 

Carpenter said she was instantly hooked, partially because 
Equinox was within walking distance of both her home and 
work. Now Carpenter maintains both gym memberships. 

The XSport Fitness in Lombard— not exactly a fitness 
oasis— is “populated by 18- to 30 -year-old guys trying to gain 
muscle mass and lift weights all the time,” Carpenter said. 

But the Equinox draws a variety of self-aware sweathogs. 
Carpenter said. A neighborhood like the Gold Coast, which 
is teeming with gyms, “definitely is intimidating to some 
people,” she said. 

At her gym, “everyday people, younger women and older 
people are just trying to stay healthy and fit.”
